These three pieces of road will cost 
the taxpayers $4.1.6u.go at some later 
dale Ttte town of Narcootace is sec- ; 
ond in sire in this district and it 1* 
natural that its people will oppose any 1 
bond issue that included them in tax¬ 
ation only, and how far they will 
carry their opposition is for them to 
say. In reference to the road through 
St Cl<md, it would he well to remem¬ 
ber that St. Cloud pays sixty per cent 
of the taxes of the district and should 
the road—loth street—he built by the 
city the taxpayers will pay too per 
cent e,r $20,000 for the building of the 
road. On the other hand, if the road 
ts built hy district bonds the taxpay¬ 
ers will only pay their fto per cent, 
thereby saving $8,000 for the tax¬ 
payers nf this city at the ttnie when 
they are building road* in other parts 
of the district. It has been stated 
that the county would build the 
stretrh of road between live western 
limits of St. Cloud and the canal 
Thia road is in this district and the 
road could not !>v built from the gen¬ 
eral rpu.ity luml after we had declared 
ourselves into a special district.

SEED BEDS NEED CLEAN SOU. 

Sterilising the Soil with Formalin will 
Kill the Parasites 

Nenrly all important diseases o( 
truck crops in Florida are due to the 
work of certain parasitic fungi ami 
bacteria. These parasites arc first in¬ 
troduced into the Held, usually with 
contaminated trtil. plants, plan, puts, 
and with the lull, or are brought in 
by the wind. Once these parities be¬ 
gin to grow tn the plants, they usu¬ 
ally multiply with great rapidity. 

Many of the diseases are brought in¬ 
to the field with plants from the seed 
bed. says C. D. Sherhakofl ol ihc Uni¬ 
versity of Florida e« pertinent station 
Therefore, it ia wise to make «nre 
that soil and sted in the seed bed 
>rc frji ffoS. —> disease It IS best 
o sterilise the r>il either nith forma 
lin or with steam, or it least to locate 
the seed bed on virgin soil and in an 
isolated place, somewhere in the 
woods, where the plants will be pro¬ 
tected from the wind and inaects 
which may carry the iafcction. 

The soil may be freed front the 
germs of the various parasites cant¬ 
ing diseases by the application of a 
diluted formaldehyde solution, Dilute I 
part . f 40 perre- t torn aldehyde i-t 3'" 
Parts o sva cr and apply th's s dutfrn 
in the soil at the rate of one-half gal¬ 
lon to each sipiarc foot of the seel 
bed surface 

The treatment should hr givn slier 
the sred brd it prepared for planting 
and at least ten days before Planting 
lie seed The soil should be well 


stirred before the treatment so that 
t- will readily absorb the required 
amount ol the solution. The surface 
of 1 hr teed bed should be level so 
that the solution will nos run off an 1 
also so that all parts may be treated 
uniformly This application can b- 
n.ade conveniently wiih a sprinkler. 

Immediately alter the treatment the 
I e Is should be covered with sacks or 
..live* fur a period >f J | to 4b hours 
1 his is to prevent a loo rapid evapora¬ 
tion of the poison After this period 
the covering should be reuyoved and 
the poison allowed to escape. An oc¬ 
casional stirring of the soil will pro¬ 
mote quicker csraporation This it 
necessary because if the formslin has 
rot been sufficiently evaporated It wil 
injure the young plants.

The experience of the last few years, in which the character of traffic on 
t the public highway* hat changed to remarkably and to rapidly, proves that 
brtek II the beet paving material now known for country road* 
Brick road* cost more to build than macadam or concrete, but they last *o 
much longer that they mu*t be cheaper in a term of year*. A bnck road sur¬ 
face properly laid requires almost no attention and is practically indestructible. 

Macadam, on the other hand, ha* proved ice unsuitability for present day 
traffic. Some of the tine mai adam roads in this county, built only two or 
three year* ago. are worn out already. They mutt be worked on almost all 
the time to keep rhem free from holes and ruts. They simply cannot stand 
up under the strain put upon them by automobile*. Concrete as a country 
i road pavement ia atill more or le*a in the experimental stage It ia cheeper 
than bnck, but it doe* not seem able to'withstand the freezing and (hawing 
of Spring and Fall and a t racked and seamed concrete mad i* a miserable 
thing and dangerous. In the light of present know ledge, bnck is by all odd* 
the moat satisfactory paving material for country mad*- 

Our County Commissioners ha>e done nobly in their work of road im¬ 
provement. Franklin county'* roads now are nothing to be ashamed of; they 
are almont uniformly good, in fact, bur the only way rhey are kept •«> !■ by 
almo«t constant repairs. If they had been surfaced wirh brick instead ofj 
man dam. they would give much better **rvire. Ia*r much lom*** »««4 ak A. 
(Sly coat much lets in the end. The Commiasionera will do well now rn five 
up mes.adaiu and go over to brick, a* new road construction becomes neces¬ 
sary We hope within a few years to see every main Franklin county road

Disease*.—The chief disease* hkeiy 
o show up are stem-end rot, wither- 
tip. antliracnoae, gummoais, foot rot, 
dieback. and f cnching Keeping *hc 
fruit clean of the scale* and the tree 
free from dead wood will g,> far In 
preventing the item-rnd rot. Wither- 
tip will give way tefore a careful 
pruning If anthracnose ia found, 
•pray the fruit with ammonical solu¬ 
tion of copper carbonate. For gum 
mosia or f»>ot rol, clean out all tb* 
diseased or affected tissues and pah t 
the exposed surfaces with avenariu* 
arholmeum . . Nothing can he done 
for Jieback marked fruit, but the 
tree* may be given treatment to pre¬ 
vent a recurrence of the trouble 
branching may be prevented by the 
proper soil treatment 
Cultivation.—Some growers plow 
their groves during September 
1 here ia quite a diversity of opinion 
as to how much cultivation a grove 
should reoeive and when It should be 
cultivated. It ia probably better to 
delay plowing until Uter in thtf fall 
Cover Crop.—The cover crop should 
be cut this month, if it has not al¬ 
ready been done. If the soil la well 
supplied with htimua it may he re¬ 
moved for hay If the soil is lacking 
in humus, if possible, Irave it to be 
plowed under. 

Fertilisers.—If the tree# are show¬ 
ing nitrogen hunger by a yellowing 
>f the foliage, give the trees a light 
application of nitrarc of ao<la or au|- 
phatc of ammonia. The heavy rain*
